GENERAL REYES IS 
AMONG THE SLAIN 


President Madero and His Min­ 


isters A'e Reported to Have 


Taken Flight. 
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Mexico City, Feb. IO.— Presi­ 
dent Madero and his ministers 
have left the national palace. 
It is believed they have gone 
to Chapultepec. 
General Hu­ 
erta has been left In charge of 
th® loyal force in the palace. 
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Mexico 
City, 
Feb. 
IO.—President 
Francisco Madero with his ministers 
and a strong detachm ent 
of 
loyal 
troops 
fortified 
themselves 
in 
the 
national palace, while General Felix 
Diaz, with a large majority of the 
regulars behind him, practically has 
control. 
In several bloody encounters the 
president and his supporters succeed­ 
ed 
in defending themselves against 
the rebels, and, notwithstanding the 
fact that the troops in large numbers 
are in a state of revolt which carried 
all before them, there was an ap­ 
pearance of genuine optimism at the 
palace among Madero and his min­ 
isters. 
General Diaz and 
General 
Reyes 
were released from prison by the mu­ 
tineers, the former taking command 
of the army. 
General 
Reyes 
later 
was shot through the head and killed. 
To all parts of the republic Madero 
telegraphed 
reassuring news which 
he and his cabinet seemed to believe. 
The state 
governors and 
military 
commanders were assured of the loy­ 
alty of the army and that tranquillity 
had been restored. 
To a 
reporter 
President 
Madero 
said the facility with which the new 
revolt had been suppressed was only 
another indication of the strength of 
the government and the loyalty of 
the army. 
Madero Declares Martial Law. 
Shortly after the first outbreak oc­ 
curred Madero declared martial law 
throughout the city and announced he 
would ask congress to authorize a sus­ 
pension of the guarantees throughout 
the 
republic. 
General 
Huerta 
was 
named as post commander on account 
of the wounding of General Villar. 
In the belief that the government 
had scored an easy victory Foreign 
Minister lAiseurain, Ernesto Madero 
and others of the cabinet embraced 
one another and congratulated them­ 
selves and the president on what they 
called the new turn of events. 
Those who have 
observed affairs 
closely point out that General Diaz, 
who escaped being shot summarily, 
following the failure of the Vera Cruz 
revolt, can now expect no clemency. 
There is no question that Diaz is 
straining every liber to depose Madero 
and with the large forces at his com­ 
mand, both within the city and out­ 
side, it is not likely that the present 
revolt and the rising within the capi­ 
tal will be suppressed easily. 
In replying to the representations of 
the foreign 
diplomats General 
Diaz 
said that he could offer no protection 
to foreigners, 
lie would have between 
2,000 and 3,000 men, he said, includ­ 
ing half the mounted police and a 
large force of artillery, but he could 
not detach any for the service asked, 
much as he regretted it. 
Guarding American Embassy. 


The 
American 
embassy 
is 
now 
guarded by twenty Americans, mem­ 
bers 
of 
the protective 
association 
which w as formed several months ago. 
The diplomats then sent a message 
to General Diaz, notifying him that 
they would look to him to give such 
protection. 
After a lull In the fighting the gov­ 
ernm ent sent a force to attack the 
arsenal, but the federals were repulsed 
with heavy kisses. 
The total num ber of dead is re­ 
ported to be 250. 
General Diaz, who is the nephew of 
the deposed president, Portico Diaz, 
Is now at the head of a majority of 
the capital troops, including most of 
the artillery, and is in possession of 
the arsenal in the city and the powder 
works nearby. 
Madero is relying on the loyalty of 
General Blanque© who has been sum­ 
moned from forty miles distant, but 
Blanquet has only a thousand men un­ 
iter his command, and the rebels are 
confident of deitating nim, should he 
refuse to join the revolt. 
The day was marked by four sepa­ 
rate engagements, the most sangui­ 
nary of which took place in front of 
the national palace. 
Hut the most im­ 
portant was that term inated in the 
formal surrender of troops in the ar­ 
tillery barracks. 
The 
first 
encounter 
with 
loyal 


cfoopB occurred in front of the na­ 
tional 
palace 
and 
General 
Reyes, 
whose long record of arm y officer was 
broken little more than a year ago 
by a farcical revolt, was killed in­ 
stantly by a bullet through the head. 
Women and Boys Killed. 


Many fell in this engagem ent and 
among the scores of bodies which 
strewed the streets were those of mi­ 
nor officers, women and boys of the 
lower classes and members of the 
great crowd of spectators which had 
gathered at the firing of the first shot. 
At the first call to arms President 
Madero took command of a force of 
approximately 
1,000, 
consisting 
of 
mounted 
police, 
Chapultepec cadets 
and a small detachment of volunteers. 
He appeared at the head of this force 
a mile from the national palace, rid­ 
ing a big gray horse. 
By his side 
rode 
General 
Huerta, hero of 
the 
campaign against Orozco and one of 
the army generals whom the public 
generally had suspected of being dis­ 
loyal. 
General 
Mondragon, who led the 
mutineers in their first attacks, was 
at one 
time prominently 
identified 
with the artillery corps. 
The first 
rising occurred among soldiers of the 
artillery branch of the army. 
It was 
they, led by students, who fired a 
fusillade at the prison guards and lib­ 
erated the tw'o rebel leaders. 
Diaz succeeded in capturing the ar­ 
senal after a strong resistance by the 
federals. 
A large number of rurales 
and mounted police then went over to 
his cause. Later an artillery company 
from 
Tacubaya with a dozen 
field 
guns rode into the arsenal grounds 
shouting for Diaz. 
It is reported 
that 
revolutionary 
movements 
have 
begun 
in 
other 
places and that there Is fighting a 
short distance south of the capital.

that it would not influence the pres­ 
ent adm inistration to change its pol­ 
icy and that there would be no Inter­ 
ference with i>olitical affairs of Mex­ 
ico by this government even should 
the rebellion proceed to a successful 
conclusion. 
Every 
precaution,

said, 
would be taken to protect lives and 
property of Americans In Mexico.

Th® Union Pacific will acquire the 
Central Pacific from the Southern Pa­ 
cific, giving it an extension from Og­ 
den to the Pacific coast.

Washington, Feb. IO.—The United 
State® revenue catter service—the Red 
Cr©®® of the so® 
broke all its pre­ 
vious Iterate aud humanitarian records 
during the fiscal year 1812. 'I thousands 
of human lives and hundreds of tem­ 
pest tossed vessels, valued with their 
cargoes at 
nearly l l I,UUP,OOO, 
were 
saved from the perils of storm swept 
sea# by the little cutters which guard 
the coastline of the United States in 
an unbroken line from Maine to Texas 
and from Alaska to California, nerv­ 
ously alert for the "8, O. 8.” 
The annual report of Captain L. P. 
Bertholf, com mandant of the service, 
made public, is a recitation of thrilling 
adventure of this arm of the federal 
government, older than the American 
navy. 
A total of 260 distressed ves­ 
sels were assisted during the year and 
their burden, 2,212 souls, resou'-d from 
danger which in many cases seemed 
impending death. 
One hundred

six persons were actually saved f 
n 
drowning, 
Vessels, cargoes and derelicts saved 
by the revenue cutter service during 
the year were valued at HU,711,748. 
Forty five derelicts and other danger­ 
ous obstructions to navigation were 
removed or destroyed.

F. H. Newell and L. C. Hill, 
director and supervising engineer re­ 
spectively of the reclamation service. 
Interior department officials, includ­ 
ing Director Newell, flatly denied the 
allegations in the printed report, which 
is unsigned, but was given out by tho 
committee with the statem ent that 
Representative Mensley of Missouri 
would present it. Mr. Hensley is chair­ 
man of a subcommittee that has been 
investigating affairs of Indian tribes 
whose interests, the Hensley report

Other members of the subcommit­ 
tee were Representatives Callaway or 
Texas and Hanna of North Dakota.

The etern al vigilance which is th e 
price of liberty is not being relaxed 
on the ru y u n a iron range, and th e 
fact th a t no more peeps have been 
heard from the Bjorge-Frankson ton- 
age tax bill does not indicate th a t 
the bill is dead— it means th a t young 
Mr. Bjorge is still on deck and th a t 
th e only way to counteract the quiet 
influence which is boosting this iniq­ 
uitous m easure is to have on the 
grounds a t the oapitol a committee 
w orking energetically to kill the bill. 
This idea of the situation has been 
sensed and grasped by Cuyuna range 
people and has resulted in the action 
of the Deerwood Commercial club 
which appointed a committee, Messrs. 
E. A. Lamb, County Commissioner

H A T are the stars made of? 
This is one of the first 
questions asked 
by 
child­ 
hood. 
It w a s one of the first 
questions asked in the childhood of 
the human ri ce. 
And in a few years 
it is going to be answered, say sci 
entists. 
H arvard university, or, more speci­ 
fically, Miss Annie Cannon of the H ar­ 
vard observatory, is solving the riddle 
that has puzzled man through all his 
millions of ages, solving it by means 
of a telescope, a prism and a camera. 
Rim e October, 1911, she has been at 
the work. 
In about two years more 
she will finish it, and in something like 
five years the observatory will publish 
the results. 
When Miss Cannon has 
completed her stupendous task one of 
the most vital achievements of astron­ 
omy, ancient or modern, will have t*een 
accomplished. 
The stars will 
have 
been analyzed, number«»! and card cat­ 
alogued! 
In two years the stars’ secrets will 
l>e so well known at H arvard observa­ 
tory, It is hoped, thnt when an astron­ 
om er writes for information about the 
j little pin |*oint of light near the handle 
I tip o f the dipfier, for instance, or about 
some other spark that cannot even be 
seen 
without a 
powerful 
telescope, 
H arvard observatory will simply turn 
to its card index. 
On the card that 
bear» the numtier of the star in ques 
tion there will ts* a few lines o f neatly 
written d ata telling exactly of what 
the pin |>olnt light is made. 
There are 
to t>e about 100,000 of these cards when 
the classification is finished. 
They will 
include every star that can Ik* seen and 
photographed through a telescope and 
prism. 


Can See Only About 2,000. 


"P erh aps this seem s n small num­ 
ber,” said 
been induc«*d to talk nlwmt her work 
for a little while, “ but, although poo­ 


rs of a novice as to bow Miss Cannon 
finds out w hat is iu the stars, no guess 
could be in ore extraordinary than the 
plain scientific f a c t 
Pictures arc taken of the sky, each 
photograph being taken through a tel 
cscope and also through a prism. 
The 
prism breaks up the rays of light from 
euch star and thus gives the spectrum 
of every one. 
With the photographing 
Miss Cannon has nothing to do. 
Her 
task is to examine the photographic 
plate through a m agnifying glass. 
To 
the 
novice 
the 
photographic 
plate 
show s merely nn indiscriminate sprin­ 
kling of tiny horizontal streaks. 


Heiroglyphs Deciphered. 


Of course the colors of each star’s 
spectrum- so 
beautiful

But as it hapi> ens the colors are not 
the Important part. 
Across the hori- 
! zontai streaks of the spectrum run at 
j intervals tiny vertical lines of greater 
I or less breadth and Intensity.
